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Mr.  Canestrari,  who  will  retire  at 
the  beginning  of  the  1996-1997 
school  year,  has  had  a  long  and  pres¬ 
tigious  career  teaching  at  Bellingham 
for  over  35  years.  After  graduating 
from  Providence  College  in  1958,  he 
began  to  teach  here  at  the  old  South 
School  in  such  subjects  as  English, 
U.S.  History,  and  Science.  When 
B.H.S.  opened  in  1964,  he  immedi¬ 
ately  moved  in  and  began  teaching 
primarily  grade  8  students. 

In  1969,  after  10  years  of  teaching 
in  Bellingham,  he  was  promoted  to 
assistant  principal  and  was  forced  to 
deal  with  such  problems  as  rapid  pop¬ 
ulation  increase,  double  sessions,  a 
high  dropout  rate,  and  negative  feel¬ 
ings  toward  Bellingham  in  general.  In 
1979,  when  a  committee  was  contem¬ 
plating  who  they  should  choose  to  be 
the  new  principal,  they  knew  they 
needed  someone  who  would  view  the 
job  not  just  as  a  “stepping-stone”  to¬ 
ward  other  career  plans,  but  as  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  help  enrich  the  lives  of 
students.  Mr.  Canestrari,  they  decid¬ 
ed,  was  exactly  the  type  of  person 
they  needed. 

Over  the  past  17  years,  Mr.  Canes¬ 
trari  has  taken  our  school  off  double 
sessions,  decreased  the  dropout  rate, 
increased  the  number  of  college- 
bound  students,  and  initiated  such 
programs  as  the  Student  Advisory 
Council,  AP  courses,  and  5th  year 
courses  in  foreign  languages.  Mr.  Ca¬ 
nestrari  has  been  a  valuable  asset  to 
this  school  system  and  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  everyone.

In  the  winter  of  1992  the  students  at  Bellingham  High  School  formed  a  weightlifting  club 
under  the  direction  of  Head  Football  Coach  Dale  Caparaso.  Coach  Caparaso  and  his  coach¬ 
ing  staff  have  been  entering  the  club  in  State,  Regional  and  National  “Drug  Free”  Pow¬ 
erlifting  meets  since  that  time.  Over  the  last  five  years  of  competing,  the  Club  has  won 
three  National  titles  (1992,  1993, 1994).  This  year,  the  Club  competed  in  the  Massachusetts

I  have  been  given  a  rather  rare  opportunity  today,  to  speak  to  all  of  you  at 
graduation,  and  I'm  flattered.  But  I’m  not  going  to  waste  this  moment  with  sad 
good  byes  and  talk  of  the  future.  Instead  I  am  going  to  plead  for  your  unsel¬ 
fishness  and  human  compassion.  But  first  I  beg  all  of  you  to  look  within  and 
know  this;  we  all  have  our  flaws  and  weaknesses  and  these  are  what  makes  us 
human.  My  weakness  is  that  I  am  far  too  idealistic.  But  it  is  the  pursuit  of  my 
ideals  that  brings  me  inner  peace  and  a  kind  of  salvation.  My  pursuits  are  my 
personal  crusades.  And  so  for  a  brief  moment  today,  this  is  my  salvation.  My 
crusade  is  for  you  to  listen.

These  people  are 
just  as  deserving  as  us,  they  either  had  jobs,  families,  and  dreams  —  or  they 
aspired  to  them.  Now  all  they  have  is  fear,  violence,  and  abuse.  And  if  any 
hope  exists  for  them,  it  exists  in  us.  That  is  why,  as  a  people,  regardless  of 
color  or  culture,  we  must  unite  to  reach  out  from  our  own  self-centeredness  to 
those  less  fortunate. 

There  are  many  people,  even  in  this  great  country  under  “freedom”  that  cannot 
feel  the  beauty  of  freedom  and  happiness,  that  do  not  know  human  compassion.
